Court to itncrpret the Constitution 
more liberally.

self said since the bill was proposed, 
the court, feeling the influence of the 
ensuing controversy, had reversed it- 
self on vital points.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.-M'j-Nomma- 


tion of Carl Edward Bailey Friday for 
the senatorial post left vacant by the 
death of Joe T. Robinson, began a new 
chapter in the life of one of Arkansas' 
most sensational poltieal figures. 


Ten years ago Friday Bailey was a 


virtually unknown lawyer. 


iFriday. at the age of 42, he is gover- 


nor of the state and his party's choice 
to succeed a man who scaled the na- 
tional heights of fame and honor. 


A native of Missouri, Bailey receiv- 


ed his common school education at the 
little town o/ Campbell and obtained 
his first employment at the age of 18 as 
a rural schoo Headier near there. 


Bailey soon tossed aside his books for 


the more robust work of railroad 
brakeninn. With bolstered earning ca- 
pacity, ho married Miss Margaret Bris- 
tol at Paragould, Ark., in 1915. The 
couple are the parents now of five sons 
and a daughter. 


After a brief period of railroading in 


Texas, Bailey returned to Missouri and 
found employment as a laborer in a St. 
Louis shoe factory. There lie became 
a member of the International Boot and 
Shoe WoWrkcrs Union, learner! by 
heart by the primary lessons of organ- 
ized labor and industrialism. 


Ambition burned in the young fac- 


tory hand and his spare hours were 
-spent taking a business course. Equip- 
ped to handle figures—later to become 
an important factor in his pulitical 
career—Bailey returned to Campbell 
and tasted politics for the first time 
as a deputy tax assessor. 


In 1917 he moved to Arkans slo es- 


tablish himself as an auditor for a 
lumber company, working first in 
Poinsett county and later at Augusta. 
There he made valuable social con- 
tacts with the rich and prominent 
Fitzhugh family. A new idea burge- 
oned. Bailey again studied in his 
spare time and in 1923 passed the state 
bar examinations. 


Quitting the lumber business, he 


came to Little Rock as assistant secre- 
tary of the Arkansas Cotton Growers 
Association. Here he again felt the 
urge of politics and became deputy 
state commissioner of mines, manufac- 
ture and agriculture, only to resign a 
few months later and take up the 
practice of law. 


The next three years were .sjitut in 


the courts. Bailey took a hand in a 
district campaign in 1926 and when his 
victorious candiate took office the fol- 
lowing January, the unknown young 


lawyer found himself installed as as- 
sistant prosecuting attorney. 


Three years later, Bailey sought the 


principal office himself and was elect- 
ed. He served two terms and in 1934 
defeated the veteran Hal Norwood for 
the office of attorney general. The 
contest.was the closest of the year and 
made Bailey's name well known in 
every voting precinct. Soon, his un- 
erring sense of public values was to 
make that name known in every home. 


As prosecutor, Bailey won wide at- 


tention with vigorous investigation of 
Pulaski county governmental affairs 
and successful prosecution of a prom- 
inent banker whose chain of financial 
institutions had collapsed. 


As attorney general he broadened 


his field. His office became known as 
one in which any person would re- 
ceive prompt and courteous attention. 
Bailey constantly agitated for political 
reform, public .safety and civic pride. 
It became obvious he intended spend- 
ing no more than one term in the at- 
torney general's chair. 


Early in the spring of 1936, a New 


York detective snared 
the 
elusive 


Charles "Lucky" Luciano, big city vice 
overloarcl, at Hot Springs. The pris- 
oner seemed ''bout to evade extradi- 
tion. 
' 


Bailey stepped into the picture over- 


night, seized Luciano from county 
authorities, rushed him through a 
whirlwind round of court actions and 
sent him back to New York, where, 
under prosecution by Thomas E. Dcw- 
cy, the gangster was given a long pris- 
on term, 


Dewey praised Bailey effusively for 


bis co-operation, declared the Arkan- 
san had refused a $50,000 bribe in the 
case. 


A few weeks later Bailey announc- 


ed for governor and plunged into one 
of the most bitter campaigns in Ark- 
ansas history. He won the demo- 
cratic nomination by a 3500 vote mar- 
gin over his nearest opponent, a vet- 
eran 
politician backed by the ten 


governor. J. M. Futrell. The election 
in November wa.-, a walk-away from 
republican and socialist candidates. 


Before he assumed office last Jan- 


uary, Bailey organized his administra- 
tion. He drafted a broad program of 
social and political reform, including 
state civil service, increased public 
welfare acnviiies. a $150,000,000 bond 
refinancing, and departmental reor-

With Hisses and Ver-

LITTLE ROCK — (XP) — Over-riding 


demands from some factions in the 
party that a special primary be call- 
ed, the democratic state committee 
Friday nominated 42-year-old Gov- 
ernor Carl E. Bailey to be Joseph T. 
Robinson's successor in the United 
States senate. 


A minority faction headed by Rob- 


ert Prather of Vimy Ridge, Mrs. Mary 
Grayson of Arkadelphia, and John G. 
Moore of Morrilton fought futilely 
for a primary, the majority disregard- 
ing their warning that a committee 
nomination would split 
the 
party 


hopelessly. 


Committee sentiment was so strong 


for Bailey no roll call was-taken, a 
chorus of "ayes" nominated him after 
his name was placed before the group 
by Nathaniel Dyke, Jr., Fort Smith, 
holding the proxy of Lamar Smead, 
Camden. 
, 


The session was not without its ex- 


citement. At one stage some in a 
crowd of several hundred hissed after 
a remark by Chairman June P. Woot- 
en. A cry for police went up from 
Wooten just before adjournment when 
the chairman and Representative Ken- 
neth C. Koffelt of Saline county en- 
gaged in a verbal clash. 


The tilt came when Prather filed a 


statement with the chair appealing to 
the state convention from the com- 
mittee's nominating action, When Cof- 
felt entered the debate, Wooten shout- 
ed: 


"If there is an officer in the house, 


will he remove this man?" 


Smiling broadly, Bailey two hours 


after the session received the certif- 
icate of nomination from Wooten and 
Beloit Taylor, secretary, and saic 
"I'm as happy about it as you folks 
are." 


Asked if he would resign the gov- 


ernorship if elected to the senate, 
Bailey said: 


"I can't very well vacate the gov- 


ernor's office until I am elected to 
the senate, can I?" 


Political circles have speculated ov- 


er whether he would retain the gov- 
ernorship until January, 1939 by fail- 
ing to take the oath as senator. He has 
differed often in the past with Lieu- 
tenant Governor Bob Bailey, next in 
line of succession. 


Bailey said he probably would issue 


a call within a few days for a special 
general election to fill the senatorial 
vacancy. The election probably will be 
held September 14. Whether he would 
be opposed by a republican or by fel- 
low democrats running as independents 
remained in doubt 


Prather Opposes Bailey 


Mr. Prather immediately sought and 


obtained the floor to read his state- 
ment. 


He said: "It came as a shock to me 


that there was going to be a concerted 
effort of the governor's closest friends 
and advisers to come into this com- 
mittee—among you ladies and gentle- 
men, 
the mouthpieces and agents of 


the Democracy of the great state of 
Arkansas—come here on this floor and 
dictate a committee nomination—take 
away from the voters of this stale their 
manhood and womanhood rights—their 
rights of suffrage—the right to select 
their representative and spokesman 
in the greatest lawlmaking body on 
earth. I just can't go along that 
far. *** 


"If any man or group of men at- 


tempted to take away my rights of 
voting on any and all subjects that 
affected iny party and the public in- 
terest, I should resent it from tile bot- 
tom of my soul. That's precisely what's 
being attempted here at this time- 
to take away the privilege of every 
man and woman in this state—every 
Democrat—of going to the polls and 
exercising the right for which our 
forefathers shed their blood***the De- 
mocracy of Arkansas is today up in 
anus against it." *" 


"Shall we, because we temporarily 


have the power, arrogate unto our- 
selves the privileges and prerogatives 
of our neighbors and friends—force a 
thing down the throats of the De- 
mocracy of this state that from every 
sign and portent *** is positively re- 
volting to the people of Arkansas."

It is possible to pass wires up through 


the bladder into the kidney. Until the 
doctor knows that there are two kid- 
neys present in the patient, he is hard- 
ly likely to undertake an operation for 
the removal of one. 


From time to time, individuals, wo- 


men particularly, have complained of 
suffering which is said to be associat- 
ed with a floating kidney—that is to 
say, the kidney may move up and 
dowr. and actually get out into the 
abdomen. If the function is satisfac- 
tory there will be no symptoms. 


Sometimes, however, kinking of the 


tube which passes from the kidney to i 
the bladder will occur. In such cases, j 
there may be severe pain which is 
sometimes mistaken for that of appen- 
dicitis. In thtse cases the kidney may 
be caused to remain in place some- 
times by the use of abdominal belts, 
sometimes by rest in bed with a diet 
so nutritious that extra fat will form, 
this fat having the ability to hold the 
kidney in place. 


In case all of these measures fail, it i 


is eustomaxy to do a surgical operation 
so that the kidney may be fattened 
where it belongs.

Promoting a Saner Outlook on Snakes 


Why is it that snakes are so fascin- 


ating, even to people who can't look at 
them without feeling shivers run up 
and down their backs? This reviewer 
would not willingly remain within 10 
feet of the most harmless, affectionate 
and well-intentioned snake that ever 
wriggled over a log; yet he. reads every 
book on snakes that he can find, and 
asks for more. 


There is at hand currently an excel- 


lent book in this field—"Snakes Alive," 
by Clifford H. Pope (Viking: $2.50). 


Mr. Pope is out to present a simple, 


non-technical handbook on snakes, 
telling how they live, how the differ- 
ent species can be recognized, what is 
known of their evolution and what 
types you are apt to find in your im- 
mediate vicinity, and he does a first- 
rate job. 


Like all herpetologists, he is indig- 


nant at the unthinking antipathy (like 
that of your reviewer) which leads so 
many people to destroy snakes indis- 
criminately. The United States con- 
tains only a few species that are dang- 
erous; most of the rest have a direct 
economic value. Yet most of us ac-

"I was the target in 1933 
here and got run over by the hard- 
est-hitting machine that ever ran," 
he said. "People will think I've turned 
about." 


For over a quarter of a century, he 


asserted, it has been the custom in 
Arkansas to nominate by committee. 
"That doesn't make it right," he said, 
and referred to "that iniquitous thing 
that happened in this very room" in 
1933. 
He said the Democratic party 


went "over to Hot Springs in 1934 nnd 
whitewashed its action in making a 
nomination by committee and "said 
we'll go back to nominating." 


There was an outcry of "woo! woo!" 


when he said "I give you my word, if 
the rules (of the state Democratic par- 
ty) had stated today what they stat- 
ed in 1933, the governor wouldn't ac- 
cept the nomination and we wouldn't 
he here discussing this." 


"I'm perfectly fearless in this thing,"

ment which said: 


"Roger Hornsby, former manager of
